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On December 12 , 1968, a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised he learned 
that some members of the Vcancic Faction of the Croatian or- 
ganization Hrvatskl Oslobodilacki Pokret (HOP), (Croatian li- 
beration Movement), will hold a party in Toronto, Canada, some- 
time before December 25 , 1968 . The affair will be held in one 
of the Croatian clubs in Toronto. The party is for the bene- 
fit -of relatives and friends of the three Croatian exiles, who 
were recently assassinated in Munich, Germany, that is. Mile 
Ruksvina; KTesimir Tolh and Vit Marisic. According to the 
source, Andrija Artukovic, of Los Angeles, California, a 
former official of the Croatian Government of Ante Pavelic, 
during World War IX, was invited to the affair in Toronto, but 
he will not attend.
